Each Ranger 
prov ided himself with a good horse, 
a rifle, and a b race of pistols. 
This early 
Ranger 
organization 
has undergone a series of changes, 
and although the present organiza­ 
tion dates from a law in 1901, a 
Ranger force has b een maintained 
for the protection of the frontier al­ 
most continuously since 18 35*r 
It 
now* consists of fiv e companies, each 
under the command 
of a captain, 
with the senior captain 
in charge 
of the whole force. 
Av eraging six 
or sev en men to each company, the 
entire force numb ered ab out 35 in 
1936. 
When 
Texas was annexed 
to the 
U. S. the Gov ernment assumed re­ 
sponsib ility for protecting the fron­ 
tier, and the organization was v ir­ 
tually dropped. 
Howev er, the Fed­ 
eral troops, largely infantry, were 
so unused to b order and Indian w ar­ 
fare that the Rangers were reorgan­ 
ized. 
When the frontier 
disappeared, 
Ranger 
activ ities 
were 
directed 
against outlaws of their ow*n race. 
This tended to lessen their popular­ 
ity, especially since 
more counties 
were organized and sheriffs resented 
the inv asion of their territory 
b y 
outside 
forces. 
Following 
the 
World War, use of the Rangers to 
enforce liquor prohib ition made the 
organization less popular, and it was 
allowed 
to dwindle. 
H ow ev ei| in 
1935, the force was again reorgan­ 
ized, and with the 
State Highw*ay 
Patrol, was placed under a new De­ 
partm ent of Pub lic Safety.
